Using each of the thus obtained ink compositions, 
printing was carried out in the same manner as in the 
Examples of the present application. The resulting printed 
sheet obtained with the ink of the Invention Example and 
that obtained with the ink of the Comparative Example are 
attached hereto as Exhibit A-l and Exhibit A-2, 
respectively. The printed sheet obtained with the ink of 
the Comparative Example (i.e., Exhibit A-2) shows less 
color development and white (blank) streaks generated in 
solid-printing portions and large characters. 

In addition, closeup pictures of the letter "tH" 
in Exhibits A-l and A-2 were taken and they are both shown 
in Exhibit B attached hereto for comparison. As can be 
seen therefrom, a distinct image is obtained in the 
Invention Example, whereas the image obtained in the 
Comparative Example is thinned and blurred.
